As might bave been expected nnder these
cirenmstances, onr politieal position has heen
fully considered by every thinking man in the
provines; and I am prepared to prove to any
one hnving a knuw'-]dg.‘ of i.h!q provines that
the raost intelligent minds in it have long ago
decided in favor of annexation to the United
States, By the “‘most intelligent minds,"” 1
do not mean merely the suthor and his pri-
wvate friends; I mean the professional moen,
the merchants, the members of the Dominion
and loeal legislatnres, and the large class of
men who have had dealings of some
gort with the United States during the past
ton vears., The medical profession, most of
fts members having studied in the Ameriean
colleges, 14 very deeply tinged with annexa-
tion sentiment. The legal profession con-
taing many sonexationsts in its fronb ranks,
The merchants of Halifux—all of them who
have a thought sbove sugar and rum-—are
almos’ nnanimons in their wish for annexa-
tion. The members of the loeal logislatare
are in many oases very ontspoken in their
wish to mmnex the provinee to the United
Btates: and if a molion, such as that made
Iately in the New Brunswick Legislntare,
were made in onr local House, it wonld not
eall ip even the censure of the Speaker, if it
wiis not received with favor.  The connfios of
Picton and Richmond in the east, and Dighy
and Yarmonth in the west, are notoriony in
their desire for annesation: the counties bor-
dering on these have all partaken of the feal-
ing in some degree: in fine, all the eonnfies
which have ever had any dealings with the
United States arve fast Docoming convarts to
the new doetrine. The county of Halifax
evan, in whose chief city the pride, pomp,
and cirenmstance of military parade are always
before onr eyes, with the legislative halls and
the residence of the Governor in our madst,
with frowning battlements on all sides—
and, most important of all, with about threes
hundred thousand pounds a year spent on the
troops—is fast becoming as passively disloyal
as the county of Pictou or Yarmouth, When
Halifax looks towards the United States, the
province will soon follow. At present we are
of no conniry, of no wllegiance, We nre often
told that if we woro an independent provinee
we would be isolated. Bat g an unwilling

art of this heterogencons Dominion we are
1solated indeed, Disgusted with her expori-
ence of the working of the new administra-
tion, in ill temper with Great Britain, and
desirons of chunging Leraileginnes —restrained
on the one side by England and Canada, and
in some mensure repulsed on the other by the
United Btates—Nova Scotin  looks wvainly
around her for a ruler to raverence, a consti-
tution to live Dy, a flag to fight under, as a
child who is born at ses might gaze aronnd
upon the wide waste of waters, secking in
vain for a land to enll his own—for the green
fields and shady trees of that haven of rest,
his home.

It may be said, When the desire for annexa-
tion in Nova Scotin is so strong and so gene-
ral, why is it not more loudly and generally
expressed ? The auswer is an eisy one to

sive: Many _\'('II.I."'\. experience of the working
of British iustitutions, of British ways and
eustoms, the continual presence in our midst
of the red-conted soldiery of Dritnin, and the
continual ocenrrence of 1 il eelebrations in
Queen's fotes, ete., hove given to that word
loyalty a dim, mysterious sacredness which
makes wen afraid to whisper n word that
might endanger its prestige, 1t is not easy
to change the thonght of a people, Bat even
the reverence for that dim. mystevious thing,
loyalty, is fast dying out. Before the time of
our trouble we were confent to go on in the
old English fashion, thinking the thonght and
speaking the spesch of onr grandfathers, and
conducting onr business in the slow old way
of the shopkeeper of the last century, whom
Mr. Cobden hns so well deseribed in one of
his pamphlets. Bat with  trouble cama
thought. Welookodbefore andafter, and if we
sighud for what was not, I am convinced it
wis not for the fast-dying spivit of loyalty,
but for the coming of the guickening spirit
which is to be horn when the flag of Lritain
is furled for ever in Nova Scotin, and one star
more glitters in the banner of the Union,
We hiegnn seriously to consider cancorning that
same loyalty, and began to see that the
gorgeous thing we had reverenced was, after
all, but an *‘enchanted wiggery,” We began
to see that, as My, Cavlyle says, “‘our Jugger-
nant was no Juggernaub, but a dead mochani.
eal idol.”  We hethought ourselves of the rise
and full of kingdoms and kings, of the dis-

memberment of an empire of Charles V, of |

heading of a Louis XVI, of the revo-
lution and riot, the grasping and slipping
of territory, that had faken place at no remote
date; and saw that **Loyalty,” ns we had reve-
renced it, and as we had been ealled upon to
pl’m'lim.- it, had no u].i-hi.;! lnhl-’« mnong the
p{‘lll)lﬂ.

otherwise, It s cliimed by those most inte

rested in the pecnni wy syecess of the Academy
thnt there ave now on exliibition in ity gal-
leries “‘dozens of firvil-cluss plelures i h_\' Onr
artists, Notorionsly, this is not the

case: Philadelphin’s best men are hardly
represented at all, and there is seaveoly n good
picture now hanging in the Academy halls by
a Philadelphia artist.  Most of those exhibited
are not worth the fremes in which they ave
hung, This may be an unpalatalile trath, but
truth it is, If the progress of art in this eity
be there fully represented, woe betide poor
art! The Directors seem desivous to place
the avtists in the position of ungratefol chil.
dren, who, after having been rveared and
triined in  the Academy, mnow desorl
her, the *“Alma Mater” of their youlh-
ful days. BSuch does not seem o he
(after o ewreful investigation of the
history of onr artists) the teath: no arvtist
whose name adds to the lustre of onr eity, or
whose works are known beyond its limits, has
ever drawn or studied in the Academy. All
huve made their studies abroad or in private
stndios in this eity, The efforts of the wetists
hitherto exhibiting, the result of many yours
of ].-uinl'nl hlll'l_\'. have boen nsed Il_\.' the di-
rectors as a means (given hy the artists gre-
{uitously) to swell the importance of the an-
nuil exhibitions and the amonnt of the an-
nual receipts, But they are carefully exeluded
fromthe management of the affairs of the in-
stitution, and have no sufficient voice in its
couneils, Their pictures are accepted and
hung anyhow and where, and the gallerios of
the Academy, except during the spring exhi-
bition, let to salesmen who pl‘uﬁ! 'lb’\.’ the inex-
perience of our picture-buyers. This is a
seandal,  Good foreign art is ever weleoma,
